A substitute name for the extinct genus Mundopoides Fennah 
(. Hemiptera : Fulgoroidea: Cixiidae)

Abstract. Karebodopoides nom. nov. for Mundopoides Fennah nee Cockerell 
is proposed. 
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Studying inclusions of the planthopper family Cixiidae for a working cata¬ 
logue of fossil cixiids, I noticed that the generic name Mundopoides Fennah, 1987 
had already been assigned to another genus of the same family by Cockerell 
(1925). This is why I propose a new name: 

Karebodopoides nomen novum, pro Mundopoides Fennah, 1987: 1238 nee 
Mundopoides Cockerell, 1925: 12. 

Type-species: Mundopoides aptianus Fennah, 1987: 1238, by monotypy, 
becomes Karebodopoides aptianus (Fennah, 1987), new combination. The new 
generic name is derived from “kareb” -Arabic name of fossil resin, and 
Mundopoides - a planthopper genus. Gender: masculine. The genus is known only 
from the Lower Cretaceous Aptian Lebanese amber. 
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
